‘The quantity exported during the current 
ear to date is. moro than dotdle the total 
exportation of 1867, The market in Houg- 
kong has.thus. become overstocked, and 
prices have fallen both here and there. A 
large atogk is still held here by the monopo- 
lists, and they are taking advantage of the 
extremely low rates ruling to daily add to 
it. Iu Rice’a small increase is noted. Very 
“low prices -still prevail, but.the abundant 
harvests ofthe niainland have prevented 
the exportation which would otherwise have 
been observed: The. crop now advancing 
to maturity promisea a very good yield, 
- inspite of the slight injury from the abseuca 
of rain during the first part ofthe quarter. 
These are cheering paragraphs to those 
interested in Formosa, The Camphor 
export, doubtless owes its increase to the 
partial removal of the obnoxious restric- 
tions unger which, until very Iutely, the 
trade was conducted: But of all the 
various pioduets of the island, none is 
likely to exercise so important.an influ- 
ence over its future: welfare ag that of 
coal... This, says. Mr Taititor, shewa an 


“advance even still more remarkable than |. 


that in other articles, “The export for 
the quarter is: more than double that of 
the preceding quarter, and is greater than 
the total ‘exportation. of last year. = By 
far the: greater portion goes to Shanghai, 
‘where’ Formosa Coal seems to be becom- 
ing’ more ‘appreciated. The increased 
‘demand has induced. the. producers to 
slightly. advance. prices of late, but at.the 
same time an improvement in the quality 
is reported.” We cannot, of course, say 
what-effect would result fromi the open- 
ing up of the Chai-tang mites in the 
North, But so long as the chief supplies 
of Coal, are -derived from Formosa no 
fear need be entertained that, Tamsui-and 
Keling will ever be eliminated from the 
list of ‘Open Ports.” ‘Itis to be boped that: 
the local authorities will be induced to 
‘call inthe’ aid of foreign machinery and 
foreign direction to still further develop 
a trade which. may create a future for 
Formosa’ entirely beyond. the. wildest 
hopes of its niost sanguine well-wishers, 

Regarding Tea we are sothewhat star- 
tled to.find that not only has the export 
increased considerably but that: it was 
all shipped ready: for foreign markets. 
This is‘indeed a - new teature” in the’ 
export trade of the Island, But if we 
recollect rightly the report. for March 
Just, described the leaf'produced as of 
very inferior quality, and. a suggestion 
wag made that it. could. profitably be 
devoted ‘tothe manufacture. of “ brick 
tea.” The suspicion’ naturally ‘arises 
therefore that the 2000 piculs “exported 
ready for foreign. markets” is for the 
purpose of adulteration—unless indeed its 
eventual conversion into “brick ” is the 

Febject of its export. The Acting Com- 

missioner, indeed, says that.‘ this new 
feature in the export trade of the island 
promises most interesting results, and it 
iy to be hoped. will become of permanent 
and increasing importance,” but. we trust 
the interesting results will not be a dete- 
tioration of other teas sent.to. Europe. 
_ ‘We conclude with’an extract.from the 
report which deserves all the pronrinenica 
which can be given toit, The complaint 
it embodies applies to -many harbours 
besides Keelung; 

“The evil’ of throwing Ballast into the 
harbor, is ‘one of great and serious impor- 
tance. It ‘is of little consequence that 
foreign vessels are prevented from doing it, 
80.loug as the native junks are allowed to 
continus it with jinpunity. © The: injury 
done to the harbor of Keelung is especially 
noticeable. It -is rapidly .shallowing- in- 
tome’‘places, where large numbers-of juuks 
anchor, and those whose acquaintance-with 
the port extenda back a few years remark a 

“great change in it, The native Anthoritiea 
uppear. powerless to prevent the evil com- 
Plained. of; and it -is earnestly hoped that 
effective. measures ‘may be ‘adopted before 
long to ‘puta stop. to a practice av detri- 
“mental to the future prospects of a port of 
growing importance.” :

: Nov, 25, 1868; 
Yury CHENG v. Reynyaan, 
Foreign Attachment. 
The “ Leen Fa” Case,

The Chief Justice. gave judgment in'the | 


above .case this morning. Ho said that 
having euquired as to.the property attached 
and the adverse equitable claim according 
to the Ordinance, he waa satisfied that’ Fal- | 
‘coner.was the legal owner at the timé'the 
writ was issued, and Reynvaan was the Te- 
-pistered mortgagee.’ Regarding the equitable 
claitn, put forward by Mr Pollard for Mon- 
set, mid objected to by Mr Hayllar, he was 
of opinion that the agreement put, in by 
which Reynvaan was said ‘to . transfer 
37/100ths -interest in the Leen-J’a, was|siot 
a.conplete tranafer,:” At all events it was a 
contract of which no’ notice had been aent 
to Faléouer. as owner, and therefore could 
not take precedence’ of notice given by ope- 
ration of law.: ‘The 37/100ths thus in dis:

FOREIGNERS: IN CHINESE NAVAL 
- SERVICE. 


A matter of ver} considerable interest 
Was, not very long ago, brought to notice, 
by a charge which was preferred against a 
Manilaman who was employed on board of 
the Chinese so-called “uu-boat” Pluto. 
The first impression of the Law Seoretary 
upon the question of jurisdiction, uamely 
that the Supreme Conrt, had not jurisdic. 
tion with regard to an offeuce committed 
on board a yessol flying the Chinese flag, 
was, after maturer-consideration, roversod 
and the man was held, as undoubtedly he - 
should be held, to be under.the jurisdio- 
tion of his own authorities, The subject 
in ita general bearings, is, however,. ono of 
very cousiderable interest and iinportances 
and we purpose saying ‘a few words with 
respect to the mauner in which the exist« 
ing state of things is affected by tha legal 
provisions having reference to this point, . 
lt would, aa distinctly Isid down in the 
Order in Council, be illegal for any British 
subject to take service ina bona fide Ohi 
nese man of war; althongh the effect of this 
would not be to take bim ont of the juris« 
diction of his own authorities, but to rene 
der him liable: to..be prosecuted and sub: : 
jected to the fine provided against. this of- 
leno’. A distinction’ must, however, ba 
drawn between taking service in what are 
rathor. something like Revenue: ornisem- 
than men of war, and are uot employed for 
anything which is strictly speaking of a - 
warlike nature, ‘The go-called * gunboats” 
Pluto, Confucius, &o., ure in reality noth- 
ing more than.a ‘species of. water police 
foreg, us they are designed only forthe pro- 
tection of trading vessels againat pirates; 
and not for the purpose of entering ‘into 
operations of war: The chief poiut which 
marks out their character in this respect, 
is, we pr sume, tho flags they fly. They 
none of them fly the: Imperial flag of Ohi- 
na; which, in the sense in which we undere 
stand it, does not, in point of fact, exist, 
The Dragon fiag recently notified by Sir 
Henry Keppel is, as we are informed, in 
teality the private flag of the Emperor of 
China, aud is placed onl: Upon vessela be- 
longing to His Tmiperial Majesty himself, : 
nobody elas daring to fly it, “The local 
gunboats are the property of the local offi. 
cials, and ‘merely fly pendauts stating in’, 
Chincae characters to whom they belong. 
Thus the “gunboat” Tungehe, which haa 
Tecontly acquired some notoriety, ia the 
private property of ‘Tseng-kwo-fan, and 
does not fly the Imperial but the Vico-Re- 
gal flag. So far, therefore, :as the commis: 
sion of these su-called guuboats ia concarn- 
ed, there is nothing which makes service in 
them by British subjects an infraction of 
the rule in the Order ‘in Conycil; and so 
loug us their operations ‘are confined to the 
maintenance of order by suppressing pi- 
rates, or putting down petty disturbances 
in the neighbourhood of the porta at which 
they are stationed, there is notbing to pre- 
vent foreigners legally taking service tipon 
them,
